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The Year Ahead 


Classes that have attended the program are 


already inquiring about returning next year. There 


are seven classes out of 23 in this program year 
that also participated in 2000-01. With increased 
visibility and promotion, the program expects to 
recruit 22 new classes in 2002-03. 


This year’s marketing initiatives will focus beyond 


Edmonton and area to attract schools from across 


the province. The aim is to have one class from an 


outside school district attend by the end of this 
program year and up to five in the next. Besides 
providing general program support to these 
schools, the co-ordinator will also provide 
fund-raising suggestions and information on local 
accommodation. 


Presentations to grade 6 teachers and 
elementary school principals will continue, with a 
focus on making presentations during monthly 


principal support meetings, as these provide access 


to a larger audience and a more efficient way of 
promoting the program. 


Since fall 2001, School-at-the-Legislature classes 
have had the opportunity to tour the facilities of 
the community partners. This is a learning 
opportunity that would be a valuable addition to 
the program if it could be offered on an ongoing 
basis. 


A teacher workshop will be held at the end of 
August 2002 for teachers to prepare for their 
upcoming visits.

Now that the school year is over, most teachers are looking forward to the 
new year which begins in September. It's time to evaluate what we've done, 
keep what we like, and improve where we see the need. A regret I have as I 
plan for my new students, is that I won't be able to offer them a "Week at the 
Leg.". As a single educational activity, this program had the most 
significant impact on student learning for my students of last year. 


As I'm sure you are aware, we have three major Social Studies topics in 
Grade Six and Government is one of them. By spending a week at the 
Legislative site, students were able to come to a much better understanding 
of the role and processes of government and of the rights and responsibilities 
of citizens in a democracy.
